THE DE.P0TELS 

This class of tokens; the Depot to Hotel and ifotel to Depot and some 
which read Drummer’s Checks sake up one of the most desirable divisions 
of Transportation Tokens. All are scame and most can easily be termed 
HARE. The principal reason for the scarcity of ttese is that they were 
not issued for use by the general public* In the Early Days an agent of 
one hotel would meet the trains to solicit clients from among the tra- 
velers^ Traveling Salesmen were known as Drummers in those days. 

When the agent for the hotel had a client (landed) he handed him a 
token valid for the return trip to be used at his convenience. In some 
cases the hotel had its own hack line but any Public Hadlc would accept 
the Hotel to Depot token as fare. The De^t to Hotel token was given to 
the hack driver by the hotel's agent and these were prcmyxtly cashed in; 
xdiereas the return tokens were often misplaced and would be carried off 
by the. Drummers. And these return tokens are tixe ones most often found. 

The large size of the Depotels tends to impede their flow along the 
ordinary channels into the hands of Collectozs and there is good reason 
to believe many Depotels have not yet been discovered.

THE GOOD OLD DAYS 

The year 1917 marks the beginning of the upward trend In fare rates; 
prior to that year 98)^ of all electric street railways In the U.S. had 
a full fare rate of five cents or less. Six companies had at that 
time a six cent fare. Probably the all time ( Low ) occured during the 
$ u mm e r mo nths of 1915 when the Cleveland Railway Co . carried passengers 
on Its line between the Public Square and the East 9th St. Docks for a 
\/6 fare. No transfers were Issued or accepted. Another record was from 
August lO to October 10, 1932 9hen the Bakersfield & Kern Electric Co, 

( In Bakersfield ) carried passengers during the non-rush hours free. 
The fare at that time being 1 or 7 tokens tor 50/^ ,

Or the motorman may carry a multt”coloered serape over his shoulder 
or wear a blanket with his head sticking through a hole In the middle^ 

He may even have spangles on his trousers. 

Until recently the siesta was a very Integral part ot Mexican Iltss 
Every atternoon from two to five those who wished to would tind a cooi 
spot and relax. So It Is no wonder that when there Is a lull ot busi- 
ness on the cars, the conductor takes a nap during the long trip, tor he 
usually doesn't worry too much about the tares. The tare Is general!, 
collected as you leave, so you may leave In a rush betore the car come: 
to a stop and torget to pay. Usually the conductor will whistle at you 
but that Is about as much ettort as he will make. On the camlones, how- 
ever, the driver will more than likely collect betore he allows you rc 
exit, tor ten to one the bus driver Is the owner ot the camion. 

The tare In Mexico City Is ten centavos, or two cents. Paper tickets 
are sold tour tor twenty-tlve centavos, which make a good reduction. 

You can ride for thIrty-sIx miles In one direction on one paper ticket 
and If you should be taking a siesta w^en you ,g«!v_to the enxL-o-t th-e 
line:, you can ride back to your starting point without paying another 
tare. However, the tares on the Interorban trains arc proportionate to 
the distance which you ride. The bos tare ot two cents may seem very 
low but Isn^t really when you take Into consideration the fact that the 
average laborer In Mexico makes about titty cents a day. 

Some cities use tokens, Mazatlan, a seaport In the state ot Sinaloa 
at the entrance ot the Gulf ot Calltornta, and famous tor Its mother- 
ot-pearl, was the first Mexican city to use fare tokens. They, like o- 
ther cities, used horse cars prior to the Invention ot electric street 
cars and like other cities In the Unlthd States, found small change a 
little scarce In 1892. As a result, they Issued tokees In two colors, 
brown and black, made ot hard vulcanized rubber. 

Ciudad Juarez, In the state ot Chihuahua, located across the Rio 
Grande from El Paso, also hes tare tokens but ot the more modern type. 
However, they reverse the usual procedure so common In the United Sta- 
tes In which our small tokens are good tor one full tare and the 
large tokens being used tor halt tare or school tare. In Ju&rez they 
use a brass token, larger than a five cent piece, tor adult tare, and 
a small white metwl token, similar to ours, tor one halt tare. 

In Mexico City most ot the tranvtas are British owned. The camlones 
howveer, are generally owned and operated by separate Individuals, 

Tlrere are appr-oz Imate ly five thousand ot “these bures operating In Mex- 
ico Cliy, and each street Is covered by a separate franchise. The ’owner 
ot the franchise may put as many buses on the line as he wishes and he 
may either build up a schedule or run the buses whenever the mood hits 
him. On some ot the lines a dozen camlones ot the same route will come 
Into a terminal at the same time and all leave In one group. 

Although there are hundreds of ditterent types ot camlones, there 
are only six different types of tranvtas, the best being similar to 
the Pacific Electric 600^ s with bars on the windows and wicker teats. 

All curs are two-man operated, except tor a tew Birney type vehicles^ 

The maintenance ot the equlptment Is fair. Some cars carry the manutac- 
turer's name ot Brill of Philadelphia, Some have the St, Louis Car Com- 
pany stencilled on the Inside* Most ot the tranvias In the city are 
painted a dark yellow but In striking contrast the camlones are painted 
all colors ot the spectrum. Each ot the hundred or more different lines 
must have Its Individual colprs In addition to the designation sign tor 
the benefit of the many Indians and peones who can only distinguish the 
line by Its co 1 or n
